For the thousandth time the world is 
assured that it is a “ most violent poison,” which 
taken in a pure state causes instant death, and 
absolved slowly into the system, lowers the ner- 
vous tone of it, and is productive of various dis 
eases—instead of warding off an y—as sometimes 
elaimed) and that the habit once acquired, pro- 
duces “a physical and mental bondage, from 
which escape is almost impossible.” 

Perfectly conclusive and convineing all these 
arguments and facts are to lookers-on, but pow- 
erless or of little avail with those who habitual- 
ly use “the weed” in any form, and why! Be- 
eanse it is itself a species of intemperance—the 
physical system. the brains, the seat of judgment 
being controlled by its exeitements, and 1s not 
in a state to make « healthy decision respecting 
its use.

Eprrots:—In a former communica- 
tion, I proposed to notice the southerly eurrent 
in Chieago Harbor, which is known by all sail- 
ore to exist, It is no doubt produced by the 
large bodies of water northerly and north-east 
erly, and the large tract of land southerly and 
westerly from Chieago. The cold atmosphere 
about the Lake, and a warmer from the Land, 
He&ee our storms are long and tedious from the 
northeriy direction, and short and less frequeut 
from the south and west. This gives a rotary 
motiou about Chicago Harbe:, and around the 
head of the Lake. 

The location of the Harbor Piers is south of 
east, The result is, that in north and north- 
east storm, as the Piers resist the waves, the 
water flows back to land along the south pier, 
and wakes a partial beach to near Lake street, 
at which point the waves are driven to the 
shore with such fury they carry it away. Ths 
makes the neeasuity for p.otection south of Lake 
street. My plan to improve our Harbor is « 
remedy for this injury. Put out five or six 
solid Piers, say 100 to 160 feet in width, as far 
as the South Pier, leaving about the same width 
of open Harbor slips for vessels to enter,—as 
the winds from the surface drives the water into 
these slips The under current out is fully 
equal to the upper current in. This will carry 
out to sea again most of thesand, keep the 
Harbor open, and will it not effectually stop all 
washing away the ebore and form a fine beach 
in front of the City’s public grounds. I bave 
no hesitation in saying it will, to a great extent. 

All the preteetion the city wants is the proper 
improvement of our harbor—and make the im- 
provement as it should be, our Harbor is ample 
for all time tocome. Two hundred and seventy 
acres of the lake can be made useful—vessels 
ean come in and depart with almost any wind. 
Allow the Illinois Central Railroad to plant that 
wall in front of Chieago harbor within a short 
distance of the end of the pier—a vesse] missing 
the pier in a storm must be driven upon the wall 
and this southerly current, swifter than « race 
horse, sweeps vease! and crew to destruction. 

Who ean tell the consequences! If they make 
that wall, only one improvement is left to be 
made to our harbor. It is to widen the present 
harbor. 
ing business wil] demand South or North Water 
streets, or both of them to be exeavaied! What 
will be the best to Chicago? The harbor must 
be ample to give value to real estate. Without 
our harbor why is our plat more valuable than 
Waukegan or any other point of land of the 
same size. Our harbor is our wealth. It can be 
made the best on the whole lakes. The railroad 
can be amply accommodated, ard our city be- 
come what that great Statesman, Dewitt Clin- 
ton, prophecied in 1812—the greatest city upon 
the inland seas, if not the greatest inland city ia 
the United States. 

Lhave other suggestions to make in relation 
to this subject, which to my mind are of vital 
importance to the eity and the whole northwest 
Cuamtrs Walkera.
